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BUSINESSMEN HAVE OLD FEARS, NO NEW SOLUTIONS

NEW YORK (LNS] -- A recent survey of the 500 cliief 
executives from the country’s largest corpi:>t at i ons 
reveals some familiar attitudes among them: an- 
ger at their politicians for getting "sucktd into 
the Vietnam war like boobs,” indignation at having 
to pay some of their workers a living wage, anxi- 
ety over the threat of commurusm, and plenty of 
good old fashioned greed 

The survey was carried out by Daniel Vank- 
elovich, Inc., an ”attitude research” firm for 
Fortune magazine as part of a continual sampling 
that will keep business leaders and their coiieag- 
ues in government ^ education and the professions 
in closer touch with what "they aie thinking col- 
lectively ” 

And they do think coliecti>^ely , as the au-

We are United States citizens who h.U'e 
worked abroad for voluntary service organiza- 
tions including International Voluntary Service, 
the American: Friends Service Committee and, for 
the great majority of us, the United States Peace 
Corps. We who volunteered for the Peace Corps 
saw that organization as a vehicle through which 
we could work in poor communities overseas to 
help people improve then lives.
